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DETAILED ACTION 

The submission of amendment filed on 6/29/2005 is acknowledged. At this point claims 1 
and 7 have been amended, claims 4 and 9 have been canceled and the remaining claims left 
unchanged. Thus, claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-14 are at issue in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to Claims 1 and 7 the prior art of record fails to show a device for conducting 
light through an electromagnetic compliant faceplate including a connector having a first 
attachment portion extending orthogonal from the first light pipe and the second attachment 
portion extending orthogonal from the second light pipe, wherein a path defined between the first 
and the second light pipes through the connector conducts substantially no light due to a plurality 
of bends therein. 

Claims 2, 3, 5 and 6 are allowed as claims depended on claim 1. 

Claims 8, 10-14 are allowed as claims depended on claim 7.
